Nader blasts Students Society

The Students’ Society has 
joined General Motors and ITT 
on Ralph Nader's hit list. 

During an appearance at 
McGill last Friday, Nader ac- 
cused Council of "stralt- 
Jacketlng” students by refusing 
to allow the McGill Public In- 
terest Group (McPIRG) to seek 
a refundable student levy 
through referendum. 

"This Is a problem that has 
plagued many universities in 
Canada,” Nader told more than 
200 students In the Leacock 
building. 

“You don't have to worry 
about your trustees (Board of 
Govenors), but about your own 
student representatives.” 

At a meeting last Wed- 
nesday, Council turned down a 
request by McPIRG to seek an 
autonomous levy of $2.50 per 
semester through referendum 
March 4. Councillors argued 
that McPIRG, established only 
last December, was untried and 
that an autonomous levy was 
premature. 

"It's a big risk for a group 
that's only been around for 
awhile to get an $80,000 
budget," said Students' Society 
President Todd Ducharme. 

"And they submitted a 
flawed constitution. If you're 
going to give students a choice 
on something, you have to 
ensure It’s a workable choice," 
Ducharme said. 

“Let’s be candid,’" Nader 
said. “Anytime there Is a strong 
student government, they see a 
PIRG effort a3 overshadowing 
them. There are student 
governments In the States with 



this same kind of omnipresent 
exclusivity. They co-exist (with 
PIRG groups) perfectly." 

He cited the lack of a 
student-initiated referendum 
clause In the Students’ Society 
constitution as a major flaw. 

"Any student government 
charter is deficient If it doesn't 
provide for a decision to revert 
to the students," he said. 

There being no way for 
McPIRG to circumvent Coun- 
cil's decision, Nader called on 
the students present to take 
other forms of action. 

"If the Students’ Society 
won’t let you do what you want, 
elect your own Society," he 
said. "Otherwise, you are going 
to be completely hamstrung by 
procedures that are self- 
cycling." 

Ducharme did not attend the 
speech, but suggested Sunday 
that McPIRG be constituted as 
a functional group within the 
Students' Society until It 
establishes Itself. 

"They should approach the 



Society for funding, and 
operate as a Society group for a 
year. They won’t get $80,000, 
but they have to realize that 
they can’t get that kind of 
money on a silver platter," said 
Ducharme. 

Nader said during his speech 
that the level of funding the 
Society could provide was not 
adequate, and that functional 
group status Is "not adaptible 
to the new kind of problems 
you’re trying to grapple with." 

A straw vote conducted early 
In the meeting, after a number 
of students questioned Me- 
PIRG's need for autonomy, 
showed the audience over- 
whelmingly In favor of It. Nader 
called on the students to use a 
combination of "stamina and 
Imagination" to get McPIRG 
established as an autonomous 
organization. 

"I would just hope that when 
Nader speaks out on other 
Issues, he familiarizes himself 
with the facts before shooting 
his face off," Ducharme said.

Robinson, one of two NDP 
members on the constitution 
committee, told a McGill 
audience Thursday to "bear In 
mind the possible con- 
sequences to the party If both 
committee members opposed

Following the lead of the 
Anthropology Department, the 
Political Science Department 
decided last Thursday to 
support the call for divestment 
of McGill holdings In South 
Africa. 

After an hour and a half of 
heated debate the Department 
passed a motion stating "that 
the Political Science Depart- 
ment calls upon the Senate to 
recommend that the Board of 
Governors Immediately divest 
McGill University of all 
financial holdings In cor- 
porations, including financial 
institutions, having in- 
vestments In the Republic of 
South Africa." 

Professor James Tully, who 
Introduced the motion, argued 
for divestment on moral and 
pragmatic grounds, citing the 
amelioration of McGill's 
reputation, were it to divest, as 
one of the practical benefits. 
Tully said that McGill had an 
obligation to respect the United 
Nations’ denunciation of the 
South African apartheid 
regime. 

"As a member of the In- 
ternational community, McGill 
should have as little as 
possible to do with South 
Africa,” he said. 

The motion was passed by a 
margin of 10 to 2 with three 
abstentions. Provessor Baldev 
Nayer, one of the three who 
abstained, voiced his 
displeasure with the depart- 
ment making any decision not 
directly bearing on Its specific 
function within McGill’s 
academic community. 

"I don’t think it Is the 
position of the department to 



make any comment on world 
affairs," said Nayer. 

In an attempt to discredit 
Tully's motion, Nayer proposed 
an amendment which called for 
Immediate divestment from 
corporations investing In Israel. 
The amendment was defeated. 

Professors John Shingler and 
Blema Steinberg were the only 
members opposed to the 
motion for South African 
divestment. 

“I'm concerned that the 
department'does not strain Its 
credibility on issues that won’t 
have an economic Impact," 
said Steinberg. 

Steinberg questioned 
whether South Africa was not 
being "penalized for its 
honesty" due to the overtness 
of its legislative racism. She 
said that consistency would 
necessitate similar motions 
calling for divestment from all 
repressive regimes. 

In response, Professor Sam 
Noumoff said: “The fact that 
we cannot deal with everything 
should in no way paralyze us In 
dealing with one thing." 

Noumoff successfully op- 
posed an amendment tabled by 
Shingler calling for "selective 
divestment” meaning 
divestment only from cor- 
porations that fall to comply 
with the Sullivan principles. 
Noumoff labelled the Sullivan 
principles “a façade" used by 
corporate Investors to further 
exploit black labour. 

The Political Science 
Department now joins the 
Anthropology Department In 
calling upon Senate to 
recommend South African 
divestment. 



Federal cuts will hurt 



the constitution." 

Lome Nystrom, the other 
NDP Member of Parliament, 
and th/ee Saskatchewan NDP 
MPs Intend to vote against the 
constitution, which their party 
has officially supported. 

"The party Is already 
seriously split because of the 
objections of Saskatchewan 
NDP Premier Blakeney," said 
Robinson.

VANCOUVER (CUP) - A 
federal government decision to 
slash funding to colleges and 
universities would have a 
disastrous effect on Canada’s 
development, says York 
University president H. Ian 
Macdonald. 

"The financial outlay needed 
for maintaining a high quality 
education system in Canada 
will, I am sure, be worth every 
penny we are willing to invest," 
Macdonald told 200 people at a 
national symposium on federal- 
provinclal relations in 
education on February 12. 

Macdonald said the federal 
government Is “critically in- 
volved" In financing higher 
education through the 
Established Program Funding 
plan, which provides about $3 
billion annually to the 
provinces for education. 

Any decision by the federal 
government to cut back on this 
financing, as has been 
threatened by Secretary of 
State Francis Fox, would be "in 
Its own worst Interests," he 
said. 

"Such a policy will only 
exacerbate and not relieve their 
real problem. Enhanced 
oduca*>onal opportunities in 



the 1980’s and 1990's are a 
prerequisite to the future 
growth and development of the 
Canadian economy. 

"Failure to provide adequate 
resources places Canada's 
future at a peril and inhibits the 
development of the essential 
responses to the changing 
requirements of our society and 
economy at a critical period of 
Canada's development." 

Macdonald called on both 
levels of government to work 
with university administrations 
to create "a coherent, unified 
and national policy for 
university affairs." 

Fox has said the federal 
government will cut back on Its 
financing unless they can get 
improved accountability and 
visibility for the funding 
program, while developing 
national goals for education. 

The current funding 
agreement ends In the spring of 
1982. Negotiations for a new 
arrangement between the 
federal and provincial govern- 
ments are expected to begin 
within two months. 

Ottawa also has created a 
parliamentary task force to 
investigate ils funding 
arrangements.

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Committee formed to 
protest Mandel case

A Committee for Justice for 
David* Mandel will meet 
Wednesday in "an attempt to. 
pressure McGill Into accepting 
to participate In a Joint com- 
mittee of Inquiry with the 
Canadian Association of 
University Teachers (CAUT)," 
according to Greg Teal, 
provisional Committee 
chairperson. 

"The Initial interest to 
reorganize around the Mandel 
case came up because the 
CAUT has twice asked McGill 
to participate In an in- 
vestigation Into the reasons for 
which Mandel wasn’t hired," 
Teal said. 

"Principal Johnston refused 
the Initial request for an In- 
vestigation on the grounds that 
there was a Quebec Human 
Rights Commission pending, 
but there Is absolutely no 
justification for not par- 
ticipating In a second in- 
vestigative committee," said 
Teal. 

"For McGill to refuse an In- 
vestigation by an association 
that represents all of Canada’s 
academic community shows 
the highest degree of 
arrogance and one can only 
assume that McGill doesn't 
want an investigation," he said. 

The Committee’s first goal Is 
to publicize the Mandel case as 
widely as possible. 

"We intend to send letters to 
every Canadian university, 
students' association and 
political science department as 
well as to all the CEGEPs In 
Quebec calling for a 
moratorium against dealings 
with McGill until it accepts in 
principle the CAUT In- 
vestigation and takes a clear 
position that It will not In any 
way obstruct the process," said 
Teal. 

As well as demands' for an 
Inquiry into Mandet’s case from 
the McGill Faculty Union and 
the Canadian Political 
Association, Teal said that 
support for an Investigation Is 
growing. 

"Our committee Is not In any 
way alone In its attempt to seek 
Justice for Mandel," said Teal. 

"A petition demanding an 



open investigation and stating 
that the McGill Political 
Science Department’s decision 
not to hire Mandel wasn’t 
based on academic grounds 
was signed by over 25 Carleton 
University professors," said 
Teal. 

“(Carleton professor) 
Clement Wallace even went so 
far as to write Principal 
Johnston stating that he will 
have no further dealings with 
McGill until the Mandel case is 
cleared up," he said. 

The importance of pursuing 
an investigation into Mandel’s 
allegations has become a 
growing concern to students, 
according to Teal. 

“This Is an Issue which 
students shouldh’t have had to 
become Involved In. But we 
have to because from the 
beginning, first the Political 
Science Department, then the 
Administration and the McGill 
Association of University 
Teachers have acted In an 
undemocratic way. This means 
that not only Is academic 
freedom being eroded, but the 
Interests of McGill students are 
being compromised Insofar as 
a professor, who àll of the 
student representatives on the 
political science , hiring com- 
mittee supported, was turned 
down with no academic 
reasons being given. 

"In the general sense the 
Interests of all the students are 
being denied because a 
Canadian political scientist, 
who is an acknowledged in- 
ternational authority in his 
field, has been thrown out quite 
possibly due to political bias,” 
Teal said. 

With McGill’s second refusal 
to participate In a joint CAUT- 
McGill committee of inquiry 
Into Mandel’s case, Teal feels 
that the struggle to see justice 
done must be pursued with 
renewed vigor. 

"Concerned students and 
academics at McGill and other 
academic institutions can only 
sense that because of the 
action of the MAUT, the 
Science Department and 
Principal Johnston, McGill is In 
danger of becoming a corrupt 
and undemocratic institution," 
Teal said.

McGill and Con U oppose diff fees

Students at McGill and 
Concordia are organizing to 
protest the proposed $1900 fee 
hike for foreign students at 
Québec universities announced 
by the government for next 
year. 

According to Lawrence 
Wheelock, chief executive of 
the International Students' As- 
sociation (ISA) and organizer 
of the McGill Committee 
Against the Differential Fee 
Hike, the provincial government 
has not offered a justification 
for proposed education budget 
cuts or the subsequent 125 per 
cent fee Increase. 

“The government has no 
Information or research on 
foreign students — they just 
did it," said Wheelock. 

"In addition, we expected 
some kind of a comment from 
the McGill administration, but 
the administration has been 
Indifferent. The only think that 
(McGill Principal) Johnston can 
tell you is that It's too bad. He's 
with the system." 

Petitions stating opposition 
to the proposed fee hike will be 
circulated on campus this week 
and both Canadians and 
foreign students are being 
encouraged to sign them. 

“Canadians should be 




concerned now because in the 
long run it may be affecting 
them, too. It’s possible that 
after a differential fee hike, the 
next step will be a Canadian fee 
hike," said Wheelock. 

On Wednesday, a meeting of 
McGill club representatives will 
be called on the fee hike Issue 
In order to seek their 
suggestions and support. 

"The most Important thing," 
said Wheelock, "is that the 
students organize, and show 
the government that all 
students are against this." 



Québec’s three English- 
language universities have the 
highest proportion of foreign 
students and will be the har- 
dest hit. 

In researching the effects of 
differential fee hikes in other 
provinces such as Alberta, 
Concordia students found that 
the percentage of foreign 
students has dropped rather 
than increased In the past 
decade, although total num- 
bers have risen. 

In addition, raising fees was

Money next step in 
TA negotiations

Money is the next hurdle in 
negotiations between the 
McGill Teaching Assistants 
Association (MTAA) and Dean 
of Arts Robert Vogel. 

According to MTAA 
President Steve Watson, 
discussions in the Faculty of 
Arts Committee on TAs have 
dwelt heavily upon the con- 
sequences of cutbacks for 
teaching assistants. 

"Everything is still in the air" 
concerning TA salaries for the 
1981-82 academic year, Watson 
told a meeting of the MTAA 
Executive last week. 

Watson said the seven per 
cent cost of living Increment 
TAs .receive annually "leaves 
them 3 to 4 per cent behind 
inflation.” 

But Watson fears that 
demanding more money In the 
context of severe budget cuts 



might mean “cutting jobs." 

Dean Vogel also’ said budget 
cuts may affect TAs. 

"I have In the past tried to 
protect TA budgets as much as 
possible. In the future this 
might turn out to be different," 
Vogel told the Dally. 

The MTAA president told his 
executive that negotiations on 
non-monetary Issues have been 
"amicable." 

"There were no serious 
points of contention," in 
discussions which have co- 
vered length of terms In TA 
appointments and methods of 
evaluation of TA teaching, and 
grievance procedure, Watson 
said. 

Watson said the Arts 
Committee on TAs has agreed 
to guarantee MA students two 
year appointments and doc- 
toral candidates three years.

Board of Governors: 
The best money can buy

The McGill Administration spares no 
pain to convince people that Its Board 
of Governors, the university’s highest 
governing council, represents a 
plurality of Interests and opinions. 

But a closer examination reveals that 
the Board Is dominated by a tightly-knit 
group of people linked to one another 
either through directorships on the 
largest Canadian corporations, 
membership In the powerful family 
empires or private business dealings. 

A veritable cross-section of the so- 
called Canadian Establishment, this 
exclusive group of men represents a set 
of well-defined Interests, which often 
come Into conflict with those of the 
McGill community on questions of 
social responsibility. 

Corporete Domination 

Prior to 1969 virtually every member 
of the Board came from the corporate 
elite. Most of the firms represented on 
the Board were large financial con- 
tributors to the University. 

Since most of the University’s fun- 
ding came from private donations 
during this period, the strong presence 
of the Establishment .on McGill’s Board 
during this period Is not surprising. Like’ 
most businessmen, they were 
protecting their Investments. 

By the 1960s 80 per cent of McGill’s 
budget was publicly funded. The 
University’s structure, however, con- 
tinued to be dominated by the corporate 
community. 

Student pressure In 1968-69 even- 
tually forced the Board to accept 
university and community represen- 
tation. These changes were superficial. 
De facto control over the Board was still 
exercised by Establishment figures and 
their top administrative appointees. 

This situation continues today. In this 
respect the composition of the Board 
committees Is revealing. The 
Nominating Committee, which deter- 
mines the composition of the Board's 
committees, Is composed of nine 
people, four of whom are from the 
corporate elite. Representation has 
been given to three professors; 
however, the presence of Judge Alan 
Gold, Chairman of the Board, and 
Principal David Johnston, ensures that 
their influence remains minimal. 

A similar situation exists within the 



Membership Committee which is 
responsible for selecting 25 of the 
Board’s 43 members. This committee Is 
particularly crucial since it chooses 
successors for all retiring members. 
The recent appointment of David 
Culver, president of Alcan, Rowland 
Frazee of the Royal Bank and Charles 
Perrault, Investment counsellor and 
director extraordinaire, shows who 
controls this committee. 

Finally there Is the Investment 
Committee which controls the 
University’s $146 million Investment 
fund. Composed of ten people, only one 
person, Professor Bennet of the 
Management Faculty, is not directly 
linked to the Establishment. Four of the 
remaining nine members, Including 
John Kemp of the Royal Trust, are 
corporate representatives from the 
Board. Three member people on the 
committee — T. Denton Lewis from the 
Bank of Montreal, T. Cedraschi of CN 
Investment Division and W.J. McCarthy 
of Sun Life Assurance Co. — are not 
even members of the Board of Gover- 
nors. 

The presence of McCarthy and Lewis 
is particularly interesting. The two firms 
they represent have traditionally been 
present on the Board. However, It 
seems that student pressure during the 
sixties forced them to maintain a less 
publicly visible presence without ac- 
tually relinquishing their influence. 

Corporate Links and . 
Biographies 

Currently there are 19 members of the 
Board from the corporate elite. Their 
corporate connections are listed In 
Tabled. 

One of the richest people listed In 
Part A of the table is Lome Webster. The 
third generation of one of Montreal's 
leading Anglo families, Webster Is 
considered to be the heir to the Webster 
Empire. Presently the family’s fortune Is 
estimated to be in excess of $400 
million. They control assets of more 
than a billion dollars. Their holdings 
include the Montreal-based Prenor 
Group Ltd. which Is Canada’s 39th 
largest financial firm, with assets of 
$453 million, and Burns Food of 
Calgary. The latter company was ranked 
49th by the Financial Post among In- 
dustrial firms In 1979 with sales of 



$1.052 billion. 

Also Included In Part A is Philip 
Vineberg, lawyer for the Bronfman 
family. Mr. Vineberg’s association with 
the Bronfmans dates from the 1930s 
when his uncle Lazarus Phillips 
defended the Bronfmans against liquor 
smuggling charges. Now, both are 
considered unofficial members of the 
family, mediating between Its 
quarelllng factions. 

Mr. Vlneberg's directorships reflect 
this function. He holds posts on all 
three Bronfman investment firms, 
Cemp, Edper and Gerln. Each of these 
firms represents a separate section of 
the family. 

Cemp, run by Sam’s sons Charles and 
Edgar, Includes among its holdings a 
controlling Interest In Seagram’s Co., 
today the world’s largest distilling 
company and Cadillac Fairview, 
Canada's largest real estate developer. 

Edper Investments Is run by Allan 
Bronfman's sons, Peter and Edward. 
Until recently Edper .owned Space 
Research Corporation which was 
convicted of illegally shipping arms to 
South Africa. Edpor's other investments 
included a 48 per cent interest in 
Brascan Ltd., one of Canada's largest 
multinationals which is Involved ex- 
tensively in operations in Brazil. 

Vlneberg's royalty fees from the 
Bronfman family are substantial. In 
1977 his legal fees to Seagram's alone 
totalled $158,358. Currently he owns 
some 24,000 common shares in 
Seagram's which are worth ap- 
proximately $1.7 million on the open 
market. 

The Ties That Bind 

Most of the Board members listed in 
the Table II have Inherited their 
positions, as selection by the Mem- 
bership Committee is often based upon 
hereditary and business ties with for- 
mer and present Governors. In this 
respect representatives from the 
Establishment resemble a small 
oligarchical kingdom. Membership Is 
passed on from son to son, from 
company executive to company 
executive. 

For example, Mr. Douglas Bourke, 
president of Drummond-McCall Ltd., 
has a number of business and family 
ties with former Governors. One of his 
predecessors as company president of 
Drummond-McCall, Anson McCall, Is a 
former Board member. Douglas 
Bourke’s father, George W. Bourke, 
former president of Sun Life Assurance

Co., was a governor between 1952 to 
1969. 

Bourke also has a number of ties with 
sitting members of the Board. Alex 
Hamilton Is a director of Drummond- 
McCall. Mr. Bourke’s brother, George, Is 
President of Bolton-Tremblay Inc., an 
Investment firm .which is owned by 
Prenor Group Ltd., a Webster family 
holding. Bolton-Tremblay Inc. In- 
cidentally is one of three investment 
firms which manage McGill's in- 
vestment portfolio. 

While this case Is perhaps ex- 
ceptional, it still demonstrates the 
homogeneity of Board members. Other 
sitting members have similar links. 
Table III lists Board members who have 
Inherited their positions from business 
or lineage ties with former governors. 

Herein a differentiation can be made 
between representatives from 
bourgeois families l.e. families with 
large . corporate holdings and the 
management élite, who do not have 
such holdings. G. Drummond Blrks, for 
example, Is the third generation of the 
Blrks family to sit on the Board. A 
somewhat slmilarsltuatlon exists with 



Webster whose father, Colin, was a 
Governor between 1952 and 1976. 
People like J. Taylor Kennedy and 
George Currie, however have 
Inherited their positions through 
executive membership on companies 
traditionally represented on the Board. 

However, lineage ties with former 
Governors, as in the cases of Bourke, 
Culver and Fortier, appear to facilitate 
appointment to the Board. 

Not all Governors have such ties. 
New appointments to the Board most 
likely reflects an individual’s increasing 
financial importance In business clr-

cles. Mr. Steinberg of Steinberg Inc. is a 
case in point. 

Also reflective of the oligarchical 
nature of the Board are the Interlocking 
directorships among Governors. These 
Interlocks are shown In Table IV. 

Again the Table has been divided into 
two distinct sections. The top line lists 
Governors from bourgeois families 
while the second and third levels list 
Board members who are high-level 
managers. 

Significantly, all the Governors listed 
on the top level, except Mr. Steinberg, 
are interlocked with three other 
Governors. This demonstrates not only 
their importance in the financial world 
but also may Indicate that their in- 
fluence on the Board is considerable. 

A quick perusal of the Board’s 
Membership and Nominating Com- 
mittees, the two kingships in ensuring 
corporate control of the Board, shows 
that these four are Indeed Influential. Of 
the eight positions occupied by the 
corporate representative on these two 
committees, five are taken by 
Harrington, Hallward, Blrks, and 
Webster. Harrington sits on both 
committees. Significantly two of the 
positions are taken by Mr. Fortier, son- 
in-law of J. Eaton of T. Eaton Inc. and 
John Kemp former vice-president of 
Molson’s. 

Evidently Canada's largest corporate 
families like to maintain a strong 
presence on McGill’s highest governing 
body. 

Finally, mention must be made of 
Principal Johnston's statements that 
community representatives are 
“represented" on the Board. Un- 
fortunately not much Information is 
available on them but what data is 
available makes his comments highly 
suspect. 

Mr. Gauvln Is supposedly 
representative of these community 
Interests. A former professor at McGill, 
Mr. Gauvin is presently head of 
research and development at Noranda 
Mines, Canada’s 21st largest Industrial 
firm with assets of some $3.3 billion. 

Then there is Mr. MacSween. 
Presently director of the National Arts 
Centre Mr. MacSween read law during 
his early sixties with G. Miller Hyde, 
former Governor at McGill. Between 
1971 and 1973 he was a partner In the 
prestigious law firm Montgomery, 
Ogllvy... and Hanson. This Montreal- 
based firm regularly provides legal 
advice to some of Canada’s leading 
Industrial establishments. Members of 
this firm are directors of some of the 
country's leading financial and In- 
dustrial firms. 

The Board, the Strike,

In this context, the University’s 
response to the strike last year Is not 
surprising. Even less surprising is the 
Board's decision not to divest the 
University's holdings In banks and 
companies that Invest In South Africa. 

Not surprising — because these men 
represent some of Canada's largest 
multinational •firms. As such they will 
not be sympathetic to withdrawing 
stocks from firms which have 
historically benefited from exploitation 
of the Third World. Even people like 
Douglas Bourke and John Kemp who 
are not that Important In the financial 
world, have business and lineage ties 
which might taint their objectivity In 
considering divestment. 

Moreover, virtually every corporate 
member of the Board is linked to 
companies Investing In South Africa. 
Seven Governors are directors or 
executive members of companies 
directly Investing In the apartheid 
system.*lncluded In this group is David 
Culver, president of Alcan. Alcan; ac- 
cording to the 1979 report of the 
Taskforce on the Churches and Cor- 
porate Responsibility, holds a 24 per 
cent Interest In Huletts Aluminum Ltd., 
a South African company Involved in 
aluminum fabrication. This company 
employs approximately 2000 em- 
ployees. Profits are substantial. In 1972 
Alcan realized a $5 million profit from 
their investment. 

Also included In this group Is 
Rowland Frazee, president and chief 
. executive officer of the Royal Bank. 
Royal’s participation In loans to South 
Africa stems from Its 20 per cent In- 



terest in Orion Bank Ltd., a London 
merchant bank. Available information 
shows that this bank currently has $60 
million in outstanding loans to the 
apartheid regime. 

An additional seven members of the 
Board are directors of subsidiary 
companies of multinational firms which 
invest in South Africa. A complete list of 
conflicts of Interest vis à vis the 
divestment Issue Is shown in Table V. 

Conclusions 

McGill’s highest governing body 
continues to be controlled by 
representatives from Canada’s cor- 
porate elite. Through their control over 
the Board’s Nominating and Mem- 
bership Committees this small 
homogenous group ensures that 
members nominated to the Board and 
Its committees are of “acceptable” 
standards. Usually Governors' selection 
is based upon hereditary and business 
ties with former members which 
reflects the oligarchical nature of the 
Board. 

The Administration's argument that a 
plurality of opinion exists on the Board 
is further undermined by the Board's 
response to the divestment Issue. Their 
reluctance suggests that the real 
lesson lies with the fact that many 
members of the Board have corporate 
links with companies and banks in- 
vesting In South Africa. This Indicates 
that the Board essentially operates as 
an autocratic structure. Major policy 
decisions are made In or by or In con- 
sultation with top corporate 
representatives.
